To  them  that  have  ohtained  like  precious 
faith  with  us  through  the  righteous- 
ness of  G-od  and  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christy — Grace  and  peace  he  multi- 
2)Iied  unto  you  through,  the  hnoivl- 
edge  of  Qod,'  and  of  Jesus  our 
Lord : — 

I  find  it  needful  fur  me  to  write  to 
you,  and  I  hope  not  burdensome  for 
you  to  read.  I  will  call  your  attention 
to  Gallatians  4th  chapter  and  1st  verse  : 
*'Now  I  say,  That  tlie  heir,  as  long  I 
as  he  is  a  child,  differeth  nothing  from 
a  servant,  though' he  be  lord  of  all." 

Paul  commences  this  epistle  by  as- 
serting the  divine  origin  of  his  Ministe- 
rial functions,  as  is  the  general  manner 
of  the  Apostles.    He  says,  "Paul,  an 
Apostle  (not  of  man,  neither   of  .  men, 
but  by  JesQs  Christ,  and  God  the  Fath- 
er,  who  raised   him  from  the  dead.") 
We  see  very   plain   that   it   was  not 
through  Theological  institutions   or  u 
Missionary  Board  that  Paul  was  sent 
to  preach  the  gospel;  for  ^'Christ  sent 
me  nofe  to  baptize,  but  to  preach  the 
gospel  :  not  with  wisdom  of  words,  lest 
the  cross  of  Christ  should  be   made  of; 
none  effect."    *'And  my  speech  and  my  ' 
preaching  was  not  with  enticing  words  | 
of  men's  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration; 
of  the  Spirit,  and  power:    That   your  | 
faith  should  not  stand  in  the  wjsdoui  of  ; 
men,  but  in  the  power  of  God."  I 
Thoagh  the  Apostolic   or  Primitive' 
churches  were  planted  by  the   immedi- j 
ate  direction  of  God,  through  the  in  flu- ' 
ence  of  his  Spirit  working   by   the  in- ', 
strumentality  of  the  Apostles,  "accord- 1 
ing  to  the  good  pleasure  of   his    will."  I 
"For  it  is  God  that  worketh   in  youi 
both  to  will  and  to  do  of  his    own  good  ' 
pleasure,"    almost  or  quite  every  one  | 
of  them  went  astray  ;  some  running  on  ^ 
the  quick  sands  of  a   law-religion    and  j 
free-will  system,  and  others  ruaaiag  on  ^ 


the  equally  erroneous  and  dangerous 
hooks  of  fatality.  It  is  plain  that  the 
church  at  Galatia  took  the  soft  side, 
and  believed  and  argued  for  a  law^-re- 
ligion  and  free  agency,  to  do  and  live, 
or  refuse  and  die  at  their  own  option; 
for  Paul  says  to  them,  "I  marvel  that 
you  are  so  soon  removed  from  him  that 
called  you  into  the  grace  of  Christ,  un- 
to another  gospel :  Which  is  not  anoth- 
er, but  there  be  some  that  trouble  you, 
and  vrould  pervert  the  gospel  of  Christ." 
As  if  he  had  said,-  "I  marvel  that  you 
who  were  called  by  the  Spint  and  pow- 
er of  God,  are  so  soon  turned  to  anoth- 
er gospel,  or  to  a  round  of  duties  ac- 
cording to  the  letter  of  the  law,  believ- 
ing those  rounds  of  duty  will  save  your 
souls,  .when  you  have  professed  "that 
faith  which  works  by  love  and  purifies 
the  heart,  and  overcomes  the  w^orld." 
Ycur  seducers  May  tell  you  that  those 
rounds  of  duty  are  the  gospel !  but  they 
are  not  the  gospel,  "but  there  be  somo 
that  trouble  you,  and  would  pervert  the 
gospel  of  Christ."  Here  vre  see  that 
those  enemies  of  the  cross  of  Christ  are 
found  false  witnesses  of  God  and  per- 
verters  of  the  gospel  of  Christ.  For 
Paul  says,  "Though  we  or  an  angel 
from  heaven,  preach  any  other  gospel 
unto  you  than  that  which  we  have 
preached,  let  him  be  accursed."  And 
he  (Paul)  continues  drav.ing  the  line  of 
distinction  between  the  righteousness 
which  is  of  the  law  or  their  own  righteous- 
ness, and  "the  righteous»ess  which  is 
of  God,  by  the  faith  of  Jesus,"  through 
this  whole  epistle,  labormg  very  assid- 
uously to  chase  them  from  so  gross  an 
error  as  to  believe  their  own  righteous- 
ness, or  "the  righteousness  of  the  law, 
which  speaketh  on  this  wise,  They  that 
do  these  things,  shall  lite  in  them," — 
can  save  their  souls. 

And  he  begins  his  Srd  chapter  by 
t-aying,  "0  foolish  Galatians,  who  hath 
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bewitched  jou,  that  ye  should  not  obey 
the  truth,  before  whose  eyes  Jesus  Christ 
hath  been  evidently  »et  forth,  crucified 
among  you  ?    This  oaly  woald  I  learn 
of  you,  KeceiTed  ye  the  Spirit  by  the 
irorks  of  the  law,  or  by  the  hearing  of 
faith  ?    Are  ye  so  fotlish  ?  having  be- 
gun in  the  Spirit,  are  ye  now  made  per- 
fect ia  the  flesh  ?"    As  if  he  had  said, 
I  marvel  greatly  that  ye  are  so  foolish, 
^'before  whose  eyes  Jesus   Christ^  hath 
been  evidently  set  forth,    crucified  a- 
mong  you,"  and  the  faith  of  God's  elect 
wrought  in  yoar  hearts  by   the  Holy 
irhost,  and  have  had  the  love  of  God 
shed  abroad  in  your  hearts  by  his  Spir- 
it, in  the  forgiveness  of  your  sins  through 
tne  merifs  of  Jesus  Christ;  the  Spirit 
of  God  bearing  witness  with  our  spirit, 
that   we   are   the   children  of  God." 
Surely,  nothing  short  of  a   magic  art 
or  witchcraft  in  your   seducers  could 
move  you  from  so  firm  a  foundation  on 
the  Kock  of  Eternal  xlgesinto  the  quick 
sands  of  free-agency ;   know   you  not 
that  you  were  born  under  a   law  relig- 
ion, and  grew  up  under  a  covenant  of 
works,  and  would  die  a  free-willcr  in  a 
state  of  nature,  unless  the  grace  cf  God 
prevent  ?    It  is  iriipossible  to  be  made 
perfect  by  the  flesh  ;  *%r  a3  many  as 
arc  of  the  works  of  the  law,  are  under  j 
the  curse  :  For  it  is  written.  Cursed   is  j 
everyone  that  continueth   not   in  all: 
things  which  are  written  in  the  book  of  j 
the  law  to  do  them."    *'But   that  *-tio 
man  is  justified  by  the  law  in  the  sight, 
of  God,  is  evident :  for  the  just   shall : 
live  by  faith."    And  Paul  continues  de- 1 
scribing  the  different  effects   of  works  • 
performed  in  the  faith  of  <God's  elect,'  | 
and  those  performed  under   the  law  ; ! 
and  at  the  last  verse  he  says,  '^*And  if 
ye  be  Christ's   then  are  ye  Abraham's' 
seed,  and  heirs  according 'to  tlie  prom- 
ise."   And  ccniraences  his    kh  chap-' 
ter  in  the  wordo  of  our  tc.vt  ;—  i 


"  Kow  I  say,  That  the  heir,  as  long 
as  he  is  a  child,  differeth  nothing  from 
a  servant,  though  he  be  lord  of  fell." 
We  will  take  the  subject  as  it  stands. 

*'Now  I  say," — Now  I,  Paul,  who  is 
"an  Apostlo  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the 
will  of  God,"  (not  an  agent  oi  ft  Mis- 
sionary Board,  by  the  will  of  a  State 
Convention,)  being  inspired  by  the  Ho- 
ly Ghost,  (not  educated  in  a  Theologi- 
cal institution  to  preach,)  *'For  I  neith- 
er received  it  of  men,  neither  was  I 
taught  it,  but  by  the  revelation  of  Jesug 
Christ,"  preparing  me  to  ''say"  accord- 
ing to  the  will  of  God,  ''That  the  heir,'* 
Here  Paul  brings  in  a  minor  heir  of  a 
wealth;^  testator,  (and  he  is  an  heir  as 
soon  as  h«  is  born,)  to  represent  the 
heirs  of  eternal  glory.  ''While  he  is  a 
childy" — while  he  is  in  a  state  of  minor- 
ity, until  he  comes  to  "maturity,  which 
is  appointed  by  the  l^w  of  our  land,  at 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  But  *'the 
appointed  time  of  the  Father"  is  with 
himself:  "I  will  work,  and  who  shall 
let  it."  "Differeth  nothing  from  a  ser- 
vant.'' lie  is  brought  up  by  governors 
and  tuterers  under  a  close  discipline,  as 
a  servant ;  he  is  fed  and  clothed  from 
his  Father's  estate,  and  sometimes  he 
is  furnished  with  a  little  packet  money ; 
but  his  bonds  and  contracts  of  indebt- 
edness are  ©f  no  value,  "Though  he  he 
lord  of  all."  Though  he  be  born  king 
of  the  whole  earth,  it  does  not  alter  his 
condition,  "until  the  appointed  time  of 
the  Father."  "Even  so  we,  when  we 
were  children,  we  were  under  bondage 
to  the  elements  of  the  world  :  But  when 
the  fullness  of  the  time  vras  come,  God 
sent  forth  his  son,  made  of  a  woman, 
made  under  the  law.  To  redeem  them 
that  were  under  the  law,  that  wc  m^Vht 
receive  the  adoption  of  sons."  ''And 
because  ye  arc  :<ons,  God  hath  sent  forth 
the  srpiri:  of  his  sou  into  your  hearts 
crying,  Abba,  Father."

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The  King  knows  as  soon  as  his  son 
comes  into  the  world  that  he  is  bom 
"heir"  to  the  kingdom,  and  "lord  of 
all."  ''Even  so,"  God  our  Father  and 
King,  knew  every  "heir"  of  his  king- 
dom of  grace,  when  he  formed  them  in 
Adam,  yea,  so  far  superior  in  knowl- 
edge is  he  to  any  monarch  on  earth, 
that  he  knew  every  "heir"  of  his  king- 
dom of  grace,  before  the  foundation  of 
the  world,  and  covenanted  with  his  son 
to  redeem  them  from  under  the  curse 
of  the  law,  by  his  obedience  and  death. 
And  so  careful  was  he  in  the  covenant 
that  all  their  names  were  written  in 
the  Book  of  Life  ;  and  he  shows  his 
superiority  by  saying,  "I  am  the  Al- 
pha and  the  Omega,  the  beginning  and 
the  end,  the  first  and  the  last."  "Re- 
membering the  former  things  of  old : 
for  I  am  God,  and  ther*  is  none  else ;

Our  be- 
loved brother,  Elder  Samuel  Ta- 
TUM,  is  no  moi'c  I  lie  departed  this 
life  on  the  morning  of  the  8th  inst., 
about  2  J  o'clock  ;  after  a  protracted  ill- 
ness of  about  42  days. 

He  started  to  the  Kehukee  Associa- 
tion in  ^imc  to  meet  that  bod}^,  at  the 
time  it  usually  convenes;  but  had  not 
gone  many  miles  before  he  was  taken 
too  sick  to  proceed  farther,  (being  un- 
well when  he  started  from  home)  and 
had  to  return  home,  v^^here  he  took  to 
his  bed,  from  which  he  never  rose — a 
well  man — any  more. 

His  death  has  caused  a  gloom  of  sad- 
ness to  overspread  the  minds  of  all  who

totally  unworthy  of  it;  but  it  was  tfce 
idea,'^  said  he,  "which  was  held  to  view 
iu  the  paid  letter,  and  which,"  lie  said, 
**he  was  afraid  some  christians  liad  lost 
sight  of ;"  which  idea  wa.s  this:  that 
Oud  is  able  to  make  gospel  ministers 
out  #f  liotliingv  This  he  snid  was  the 
reason  why  he  wanted  it  published. 

To  give  an  account  of  tlie  many  no- 
ble virtues  of  tliis  man  of  God,  woukl 
almost  fill  a  book.
